all the luxuries as well as the necessaries 
of life should be taxed that the wealthy 
may bear equally the burden of the 
fanner and the laborer. 
They 
further 


declare that anybody riding on a nulroad 
pass should be ineligible to legislative 
executive or judicial office. 


Every honest man in the country can 


conscientiously subscribe to those prin- 
ciples of tne Farmers' Alliance. 
There 


is no reason why the now bonds being 
issued by the Government, should not be 
subject to taxation, the sdtne as a prom 
issory note or other evidence of indebted- 
ness. . As it is, a person ot corporation 
may own a million or twenty millions of 
Government bonds and not be subject to 
noy tax, national, State, county or muni- 
cipal, while his neighbor, who is strag- 
gling to pay the mortgage on his farm, 
or house, has to pay taxes to support the 
Government that protects the wealthy 
but untaxed bondholder. 


Again there is no good reason why dia- 


monds, laces and broadcloth, which aie 
worn exclusively by the rich, should not 
be taxed proportionately as high, as the 
articles of necessity worn by the poor, 
simply because diamonds nnd rich luces 
are not produced in this country, and 
blue jeans arc.

CHICAGO. August 10.—Alfred Downing, 


President, and N. B. Tollman. Vice Presi- 
dent of the National Capitol Savings Baild- 
tng and Loan Association of North America 
waa arrested to-day by Postoffioe Inspector 
Stewart charged with ubing the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. It is charged that 
the men who have been conducting the as- 
sociation have swindled thonsamta of peo- 
ple from every State in the Union. They 
have taken in from two to four hundred 
thousand dollars, giving nothing in return. 
Victims are found in all classes of people. 
Letters ate received from all parts of the 
country by postoffioe and city authorities 
protesting that the company is not what it 
was represented to be. Inspector Stewart 
worked up tbe cose. 
He found that the 


concern had agents in every State in the 
Union, who were selling the $20,000.000 of 
,took the company had for Bale. Lewis P. 
Mortimer, General Manager and Secretary, 
was apparently the responsible man, and 
handled the cash received in large amounts 
everyday. Sete-al weeks ago Mortimer 
disappeored, and to-day, having waited in 
vain for his return, Stewart decided to se 
cure other visible members of the oombi 
nation.

George 8. Ferguson, of Lincoln, Ne- 


braska, representing about 60 vlrttai to 
his city, was summoned here.

A Disease that Demands Rigid Quaran- 


tine. 


What the physicians pronounce malig- 


nant or black diptheria, has developed 
itself in the family of W. H. Frszier, who 
resides on North Truckee Meadows, about 
four EQil«g northeast from town. 
The 


family consisted of (be parents and eight 
children. All the children, save one, are 
down with the 
disease. 
One death 


occurred last Saturday, and two more of 
the children are not expected to live. The 
doctors say there are two theories regarding 
the origin of the disease. One is that it 
was communicated by a letter received 
from relatives of the family in the East, 
who were afflicted with the plague; the 
other that a squaw, who complained of 
having a very sore throat, washed for the 1 
family and communicated the disease to 
the children. 


Dra. Dawson and Phillips were called to 


attend the children and pronounced it dip- 
theria of the most malignant type. They 
advised that a rigid quarantine be estab- 
lished, and at their suggestion tents were 
provided by the county commissioners to 
which the children were removed, and 
everything possible- is now being done to 
relieve the stricken ones and prevent the 
spread of the plague. 


The mother is in a delicate condition, 


and a separate tent has been arranged for 
her accommodation. 


Further inquiry reveals the fact that 


Dr. Phillips was called last Friday night to 
attend the Frazier family. He found one 
of the children in a dying condition. Next 
morning he informed the family that the 
disease was diptheria aod reccommended 
that the funeral be private, the child hav- 
ind died meanwhile. 
Some 
of them 


doubted the correctness of Dr. Phillips' 
diagnosis, so he took Dr. Dawson to the 
house and he confirmed the opinion of Dr. 
Phillips. 


Late last night the other members of the 


family were reported somewhat better aud 
hopes were entertained of their recovery.

The Bom an Catholic was the first Chris- 
tian worship established in the Territory 
now constituting the United States. 
The 


first Catholic see erected waa that of Balti- 
more, which dates from 1789. 
In 1808 it 


was constituted an archdiocese. /There are 
now thirteen provinces, the metropolitan 
sees being those of Baltimore, Oregon, 
St. Louis, New Orleans, Cincinnati, New 
York, San Francisco, Santa Fe, Philadel 
phia, Milwaukee, Boston, Chicago and 
SttPaul, which were created in the order 
named. Connected with these provinces 
are sixty-six dioceses, five vioariates epos 
tolio and one prefecture apostolic. 


The total number of communicants is 


6,250,045, who are attached to 10,221 or- 
ganizations, churches, chapels or stations, 
The total value of church property, includ- 
ing edifices, the ground on which they 
stand, furniture, etc. ia $118,381,518. The 
see of New York has property valued at

Chicago, 
second, 


$6,457,064; Boston, third, $6,379,078;
